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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is responsive to the amendment filed on November 27, 2002. 

1 . Claims 1 -27 have been canceled (Paper No. 1 1 ). 

2. Claims 28-35 are allowed and renumbered as 1-8, respectively. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
28-35 are allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art 
whether taken singularly or in combination. In particular, the prior art fails to 
teach or fairly suggests: a reworkable thermally conductive adhesive composition 
comprising: a) about 20 to about 60% by weight of a cured reaction product from 
diepoxide and a cyclic anhydride wherein the epoxy groups are connected 
through an acyclic acetal moiety; b) about 40 to about 79% by weight of a 
thermally conductive filler; c) about 0.05 to about 2% by weight of a thixotropic 
agent based upon the total a), b), and c) in the composition, especially when 
these limitations are considered within the specific combination claimed.
